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No Buildup 
of Hostilites 
in Korea

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 


Despite North Korean attacks in 
which 25 South Koreans and six 
Americans have been killed in 
the past two weeks, U.S. offi- 
cers 
said today they do not 


think the Communists are build- 
ing up to major hostilities along 
the 
armistice 
line 
between 


North and South Korea. 


South 
Korean officials 
said 


they believe the ambush of an 
American patrol early Wednes- 
day, in which six American sol- 
diers and a South Korean were 
killed and a seventh American 
was wounded, was timed to em- 
barrass the Seoul government 
during Johnson's visit. 


The 
South 
Koreans pointed 


out that the attack eight hours 
before 
the President 
left 
for 


home was only the second seri- 
ous incident in the American 
sector of the Korean front since 
the 1953 armistice. 


A second North Korean attack 


in the closing hours of the Presi- 
dent's visit, belatedly disclosed 
today, occurred three hours aft- 
er the ambush and 40 miles to 
the east. 


The South Korean army said 


infiltrators believed to be North 
Korean army regulars fired on 
a South Korean post. The South 
Koreans returned the fire, kill- 
ing one of the infiltrators, and 
pursued the attackers. In the 
chase, a South Korean mine was 
exploded, killing two South Ko- 
rean captains, and a South Ko- 
rean 
sergeant was wounded. 


The North Koreans escaped. 


:At least six South Koreans 


were killed in the same area 
Oct. 21 by North Korean infil- 
trators wielding bayonets. The 
exact 
toll has not been dis- 


closed. 


American sources said no spe- 


cial precautions or alerts have 
been ordered along the 151-mile 
armistice line despite an up- 
surge in border incidents which 
began Oct. 15, nine days after 
President Johnson's plans to 
visit Korea were announced. 


"They are heinous crimes but 


no different from killings in Chi- 
cago," said one American offi- 
cer. "These are getting special 
attention because of their prox- 
imity, to the President's visit. 
Usually we regard them as just 
more outbreaks of violence by 
hoodlums." 
World's Big 
Spender Is 
Spreading

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Defense 
Department, 
largest 


spending agency in the world, is 
spreading more of its business 
around. It's boosted the percent- 
age of contracts to small busi- 
ness firms by one-third since 
1962. 


Pentagon figures showed to- 


day that small firms received 
$12.7 billion in contracts and 
subcontracts in fiscal year 1966, 
which ended last June 30. This 
was a jump of 43 per cent over 
1965 and the highest total since 
the Defense Department began 
keeping records in 1951.

eht'inistry was awarded today 
to Prof. Robert S. Mulliken of 
the University of Chicago. 


Mulliken, born in Massachu- 


setts in 1896, was awarded the 
prize for "his fundamental work 
concerning chemical bonds and 
the electronic structure of mol- 
ecules by the molecular orbital 
method," the Swedish Academy 
of Science said. 


Mulliken received his Ph.D. 


in 
physical chemistry at the 


University of Chicago in 1921. 
Afterward, he held positions at 
Harvard and New York Univer- 
sity, until he rejoined the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in 1928. Since 
1931 
he has been professor of 


physics there. 


He organized there the labo- 


ratory of mulecular structure 
and spectra, of which he is still 
the director. 


Earlier in the day, the Nobel 


Physics 
Prize 
for 19GG was 


awarded to Prof. Alfred Kastler 
of Paris. 
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means 28,000 small businesses

The small business directo- 


rate subsequently was upgraded 
and now employs 661 persons 
across the nation who act as 
talent scouts for the Pentagon, 
trying to interest competent lit- 
tle firms to bid for major de- 
fense contracts. 


"It's 
amazing the number of 


people who are afraid of gov- 
ernment," Lazure said. To over- 
come these fears, he added, the 
Pentagon sponsors a series of 
clinics aimed at teaching opera- 
tors of small firms that "things 
aren't as bad as they seem. A 
lot of red tape can be over- 
come." 


Another major step, Lazure 


said, was Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara's recent 
order liberalizing regulations 
and 
permitting 
advance pay- 


ments to small businessmen "to 
get them over the hump." 


Big business, which got the 


bulk of the $33.9 billion the Pen- 
tagon 
awarded to U.S. firms 


this year, does its share too. 


The top 714 prime contractors 


all have their own versions of 
small 
business programs — 


prompted by the Defense De- 
partment's 
policy 
of putting 


clauses in all major contracts 
urging the big firms to subcon- 
tract wherever possible to small 
firms.

MALVERN, Ark. (AP) - An 


explosion in a large building 
housing disel 
engines at the 


Reynolds Metals Co. plant at 
Jones Mill killed one person, 
injured two others and touched 
on a fire that extensively dam- 
'aged the structure Wednesday 
night. 


The explosion, heard 
more 


than one-half 
mile away, ap- 


parently occured in one of the 
25 engines in the 400-foot long 
building, the Hot Spring County 
sheriff's 
office said. The en- 


gines are powered by natural 
gas, but it was not known what 
caused the blast. 


Dead is Wallace Cagle, 50, of 


Malvern, who was working in 
the building along with the two 
injured and two other persons 
who were not hurt.

Wayne Crumby, 22, both of 
Malvern, were hospitalized in 
satisfactory condition.

Rockefeller, who opposes Jim 


Johnson, the Democratic guber-

LOS ANGELES (AP) - As a 


veteran firefighter—sobbing in 
recollection and 
grimacing in 


pain—described how 10 of his 
men were killed, disaster struck 
again. 


Four young Marines perished 


Wednesday 
fighting 
one 
of 


many brush fires kindled in low 
humidity and driven by season- 
al searing desert winds. The 
blazes were scattered across a 
100-mile swath of Southern Cali- 


fornia. 


Tuesday, 10 U.S. Forest Serv- 


ice men—specialists in attack- 
ing the most vicious fires—died 
in another inferno. 


An unexpected gust of wind 


caused both disasters. 


The Marines were on high 


ground 
overlooking a canyon 


called Piedra de Lumbre— Rock 
of Fire—at Camp Pendleton 80 
miles south of Los Angeles. 


Three hundred men controlled 


the fire, one of several which 
scorched 5,000 acres of harsh, 
brown land on the base. 


From 
his hospital bed the 


leader of the Forest 
Service 


group, 
George 
King, 32, de- 


scribed through blistered lips 
the loss of 10 of his men near 


Thursday, November 3, 1966 


Pacoima 
Reservoir. 


"We were making headway," 


said King. "Then the wind sud- 
denly stopped. Twenty seconds 
of stillness. 


"Then it became a hill of hell. 


It happened so fast. 
The fire 


was on top of us. I saw it corti* 
ing. 


"I yelled 'Move out! Move 


out!' The rest of the crew saw it 
too. Everybody knew where to 
go—to a safety zone we picked 
out. 


"Some made it. Some didn't."

Close Friend 
of Sheppard 
Takes Stand

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 


J. Spencer Houk returns to the 
witness stand today in the mur- 
der retrial of Samuel H. Shep- 
pard after he testified what he 
went through as a close friend 
of 
the family when Marilyn 


Sheppard was murdered over 12 
years ago. 


Houk, 
former 
Bay Village 


mayor and a neighbor of the 
Sheppards at the time Marilyn 
was bludgeoned to death July 4, 
1954, was asked Wednesday by 
F. Lee Bailey, Sheppard's chief 
defense counsel: 


"Did 
you ask Dr. Stephen 


Sheppard to ask Dr. Sam Shep- 
pard to plead guilty to man- 
slaughter?" 


"I did not," Houk said. 
Bailey then asked Houk if he 


thought 
that 
Sheppard's 
two 


older brothers, Drs. Stephen A. 
and Richard N., or Sheppard 
himself, were responsible for 
the "finger of suspicion pointing 
in your direct/on." 


"I had a feeling they were 


trying to tell me something," 
Houk replied. 


Sheppard, 42, served 
nine 


years of a second-degree mur- 
der conviction before a U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruling freed him. 


Bailey continued his question- 


ing. Did Houk feel there was 
pressure on him during the in- 
vestigation? 


"Well, it certainly was no pic- 


nic," he said. 


Was he angered when Shep- 


pard's brothers accused him of 
having "affection for Marilyn?" 


"I don't believe I was an- 


gered," he replied. 


Under questioning by County 


Prosecutor John T. Corrigan, 
Houk recounted the day Marilyn 
was found dead in her second- 
floor bedroom at the Sheppards' 
lake front home, three houses 


from where the Houks lived. 


Houk said he was awakened 


about 5:45 a.m. by a telephone 
call from Sheppard, and quoted 
the former osteopath as saying: 


"My God, Spen, get over here 


quick, I think they killed Mari- 
lyn." 


Houk said he and his wife 


Esther were the first outsiders 
on the scene and arrived in five 
minutes. He said he saw Shep- 
pard "half-sitting, half-slumping 
down in an easy chair in the 
den." 


Houk said Sheppard told him 


he had seen a man going out the 
door near the lake. Sheppard 
has maintained that a bushy- 
haired stranger 
murdered his 


wife. 


Houk and his wife were di- 


vorced in 1962 and she is a po- 
tential witness in the retrial that 
started Oct. 24.

make reimbursements for pack- 
ages returned to stores by cus- 
tomers. 


An FDA spokesman, asked to 


pinpoint where samples contain-

found, said persons anywhere in 
the nation who have Starlac in 
their homes "might well be ad- 
vised to return it." 


The most common medical 


effect of salmonella is an infec- 
tion which results in stomach, 
pains, diarrhea, vomiting and of. 
ten fever. Although the victim is 
quite uncomfortable for two or 
three days, the communicable 
disease expert said, the case 
usually is relatively mild and is 
treated at home. 


Occasionally, 
Martin 
said, 


"among people very susceptible 
— such as children and older 
adults — it can become seri- 
ous," Deaths have been caused 
by it, he added, but they are 
infrequent.

doctors are avoiding trans- 
fusions of whole blood or 
blood p l a s m a except as a 
lifesaving measure. P l a s m a 
substitutes, such as dextran, 
are safe. They are used in- 
stead of plasma whenever pos- 
sible. The use of disposable 
hypodermic 
n e e d l e s has 


helped to prevent the trans- 
mission of serum hepatitis 
which has been known to fol- 
low the use of improperly 
sterilized needles. Since the 
disease may also be acquired 
from a tattooing needle, this 
is an added reason to discour- 
age this practice. 


The most encouraging dis- 


covery, however, is that of Dr. 
J G. Allen of Stanford Uni- 
versity. He found that when 
human plasma from a person 
with viral hepatitis is stored 
for six months at a temp- 
erature of 89 degrees Fahren- 
heit, the virus, although not 
killed, is no longer able to 
cause disease. Furthermore. 
when such plasma is given 
several months before a trans- 
fusion of whole blood, there 
is no danger of hepatitis re- 
sulting.

Deleware Accuses the 
Supreme Court of 
Violating Constitution

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


State of Delaware fired an an- 
gry blast at the Supreme Court 
today for refusing to hear a suit 
challenging the electoral college 
system. 


In effect, Delaware Atty. Gen. 


David P. Buckson accused the 
court of violating the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 


The court is required by the 


Constitution to settle disputes 
between 
the states, Buckson 


told the justices, and its refusal 
to give Delaware a hearing de- 
nies the state "due process of 
law in violation of the Fifth 
Amendment." 


Last summer, while the court 


was in recess, Delaware asked 
permission to file its suit clial- 
lenging the constitutionality of 
the "winner take all" electoral 
system. 
Under this procedure 


all ol a state's electoral votes 
are cast, as a unit, for the presi- 
dential nominee who received a 
plurality of the popular votes in 
the state. 


Though neither the Constitu- 


tion nor federal law requires 
this system, it is in use in all 


the states and the District of 
Columbia. 


Delaware claimed the proce- 


dure discriminates against vot- 
ers in smaller states by making 
their votes less meaningful than 
those of voters in the larger 
states. 


It sued the 49 other states and 


the district. Twelve states even- 
tually lined up with Delaware 
while New York asked the court 
to reject the challenge. 


This the court did on Oct. 17, 


giving no explanation.

GOPs Stoking 
Hopes on the 
Governors 


By JACK BELL 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Re- 


publicans are staking most of 
their 
hopes for widening the 


base of their 1968 challenge to 
President Johnson primarily on 
the outcome of governors' races 
in next Tuesday's balloting. 


It is in these contests for con« 


trol of statehouses that Demo- 
cratic strategists privately con- 
cede 
they are 
considerably 


more vulnerable than they be- 
lieve they are in the 435 House 
and 35 Senate contests to be 
decided at the same time. 


From the current low point of 


17 governors, Republicans hope 
for a substantial gain that will 
give them a chance to build 
state organizations geared to- 
ward capturing 1968 electoral 
votes 
in 
an 
uphill 
contest 


against Johnson's expected re- 
election bid. 


Although 
Democrats 
don't 


believe it will turn out that way, 
some GOP strategists envision 
their party's occupancy of the 
governor's office in such key 
states as New York, California, 
Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Mary- 


land and Massachusetts in 1967. 


To do this, the GOP would 


have to hold its seats in six of 
these states and add California, 
Minnesota and Maryland. Dem- 
ocrats are not giving up on any 
of these nine big states, but they 
cannot be classed as overly op- 
timistic about their chances in 
them. 


In the smaller electoral vote 


states, the Republicans are gun- 
ning for Democratic governors 
in Arizona, Arkansas, Nebras- 
ka, Nevada, Iowa, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont. They have 
some hopes in Alabama and 
Georgia. 


The Democrats, who now con- 


trol 36 statehouses, have a 
smaller target to shoot at. But 
they are talking about ousting 
Republicans In Idaho, Kansas, 
Oregon and Wyoming. 


The Republicans have taken 


heart 
at public opinion polls 


which indicate their best show- 
ing may be made In the gover- 
nor's races. 


"There's only despair and 


confusion on the right," Taft's 
campaign manager, 
Paul Ru- 


bin, says. "The salvation of the 
Republican-party — if there is a 
salvation — is a man like Bob 
Taft." 


For the Democrats: Lyndon 


B. Johnson's success in pushing 
his "Great Society" programs 
through Congress has been due 
to the loyalty of 48 freshmen 
Democrats. If Republicans can 
win back half or more of these 
seats — and this is one of them 
— Jolinson will get little new 
legislation, and will have trou- 
ble financing programs he al- 
ready has. 


At a recent rally attended by 


Gilligan, Jimmy Simpklns of the 
Teamsters' Union put it on the 
line: 


"If we lost 10 or 12 seats, the 


control of the House is going

right back into the hands of the 
Republicans and the Southern 
Democrats. It would be a shame 
and a disgrace to the people of 
Ohio not to send this man back 
to Congress," 


Sending .this man back to Con- 


gress won't be easy. 


This district is the eastern 


part of Hamilton County — Cin- 
cinnati. It was strongly Republi- 
can when Gilligan shocked ev- 
eryone, himself included, by 
winning by 5,411 votes in 1964. 
To make sure this wouldn't hap- 
pen again, the Ohio Legislature 
gave the district a little more 
real estate and 7,000 more Re- 
publican votes. 


Democrats, especially those 


who are very poor, need a lot of 
arousing before they will go to 
the polls, and this is hard to do 
when there's 
no presidential 


race. 


Gilligan isn't 
only 
fighting 


Taft; he's also battling a com- 
puter. 


Painstakingly, 
the name of 


every voter — and his pref- 
erences — was collected and fed 
to the machine. "You've got to 
go where the ducks are," Gold- 
water used to say.
